WASHINGTON,  Feb.  17  — 
(UPI)  — Congressional  farm 
laaders,  in  a race  to  beat  plant 
ing  time,  today  promised  fast 
action  on  President  Kennedy’s 
plan  to  bolster  sagging  income 
of  feed  grain  producers. 

They  predicted  the  plan,  with 
some  amendments,  would  be  ap- 
proved, though  only  after  a 
fight.  Planting  starts  next 
month  in  some  areas  and  Ken- 
nedy called  for  congressional  ac- 
tion by  March  1.  Final  action 
by  that  date  was  considered  out 
of  the  question. 

The  administration  said  Ken- 
nedy’s plan  would  save  the  gov- 
ernment about  $500  million 
“without  any  material  effect”  on 
consumer  food  prices.  However, 
it  would  mean  a smaller  drop 
than  now  anticipated  in  chicken 
and  egg  prices. 

. Under  Kennedy’s  proposal, 
sent  to  Congress  late  yesterday, 
new  and  higher  price  supports 
would  be  offered  farmers  who 
agree  to  take  out  of  production 
20  per  cent  of  their  acreage.  Ad- 
ditional payments  would  be 
made  to  those  idling  another  20 
per  cent  of  their  land. 

Price  supports  on  1961  corn 
would  be  raised  about  13  per 
cent  over  the  1960  level,  to  $1.20 
per  bushel.  Props  for  other  feed 
grains  would  be  raised  proper- ! 
tionately.  j 

Rep.  W.  R.  Poage,  D.-Tex.,! 
chairman  of  a House  Agriculture  ! 
Subcommittee  with  jurisdiction 
in  this  field,  endorsed  the  pro- 
posal in  principle  and  ordered

He  and  Rep.  Carl  Albert,  D- 
Okla,,  a committee  member  and 
also  House  Democratic  whip, 
joined  in  a forecast  that  the  mea- 
sure would  be  passed  although 
it  was  apparent  some  changes 
would  be  made.

Noted  Fungi  Authority 
To  Speak  at  Assembly 


I Dr.  William  Henry  Weston, 
professor  emeritus  of  botany  at 
I Harvard  University,  will  be  the 
i guest  speaker  at  the  forum  as- 
sembly Monday  at  10  a.m.  in 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Dr.  Weston  is  one  of  the  coun- 
try’s leading  .authorities  on  the 
destructive  and  deteriorative  ac- 
tion of  fungi.  He  taught  and  con- 
ducted research  at  Harvard  for 
40  years  before  his  retirement 
last  year. 

HE  IS  part-time  consultant  in 
biology  with  the  Pioneering  Re- 
search Division  of  the  Quarter- 
master Research  and  Develop- 
ment Center,  and  has  assisted  in 
preparing  television  programs 
for  in-school  TV  teaching  for  the; 
Department  of  Educational  Psy- 
chology at  Boston  University. 

Currently  he  is  spending  sev- 
eral weeks  at  the  newly  created ; 
University  of  Southern  Florida 
to  give  some  lectures  in  their 
basic  biology  and  other  courses, 
and  to  promote  the  development 
of  a newly  acquired  field  station 
for  giological  activities  in  con- 
nection with  the  university. 

A NATIVE  of  New  York  City, 
he  received  his  A.B.  degree  from 
Dartmouth  and  Ph.D.  degree 
from  Harvard.  He  taught  for  two 
years  at  Western  Reserve  Uni- 
versity before  joining  the  tJ.  S. 


' Department  of  Agriculture  in 
1917.  He  spent  the  next  three 
years  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
investigating  cereal  diseases  pro- 
duced by  molds. 

He  joined  the  Harvard  faculty 
as  assistant  professor  of  botany 
in  1921  and  became  professor  of 
cryptogamic  botany  in  1928.  In 
1925  he  was  on  leave  of  absence 
from  Harvard  as  agricultural  ad- 
visor to  a sugar  organization  in 
Cuba,  and  in  1928-1929  he  in- 
vestigated fungi  in  Panama.  In 
1944-45,  he  worked  for  the  U.  S. 
Army  Quartermaster  Corps  on 
fungi  responsible  for  the  deteri- 
oration of  various  materials. 

HE  IS  A Fellow  of  the  Ameri- 
can Academy  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences and  a former  president  of 
the  American  Mycological  Soci- 
ety and  of  the  New  England  Bo- 
tanical Club.

Critic  Reviews  ‘Diary  of  Anne  Frank’ 


Of  the  millions  of  stories  to  come  out  of 
World  War  II,  perhaps  none  is  more  touching' 
than  “The  Diary  of  Anne  Frank.”  The  haunt- 
ing realization  that  the  drama  being  pre- 
sented is  a picture  of  actual  events  and  that 
the  characters  presented  are  copies  of  real 
people,  makes  the  drama  ones  in  which  the 
audience  must  feel  an  emotional  involvement. 

The  play,  a dramatization  by  Francis 
Goodrich  and  Albert  Hackett,  contains  liberal 
quotes  fi’om  the  actual  diary  which  was 
found  by  the  real  Otto  Frank  in  just  such  a 
scene  as  the  audience  met  last  night  when 
the  curtains  parted  on  the  Speech  Depart- 
ment’s third  major  offering  of  the  year. 

If^  some  of  the  freshness  of  the  first 
night’s  performance  was  gone,  it  was  evi- 
dently not  apparent  to  last  night’s  audience. 
In  a play  which  captured  the  imagination 
and  pulled  the  heart  strings,  Director,  Dr. 
Preston  R.  Gledhiil,  lead  his  cast  through  a 
heart-breaking,  heart-warming,  delightful 
story  of  a little  girl  who  copes  with  harsh 
realities  in  a world  of  adults. 

In  natural  command  of  the  play  was 
Lynne  Beers.  A charming,  loveable  Anne,  she 
moved  skillfully  from  scene  to  scene  and  very 
capably  took  all  of  the  audience  with  her. 

• Klair  Byb^e  brought  to  the  play,  in  the 


character  of  Peter  Van  Daan,  a shy,  con- 
fused boy  who  had  his  problems  of  growing 
up.  His  performance  was  an  audience  pleaser 
and  he  showed  fine  sensitive  understanding 
in  his  courting  scenes  with  Anne. 

A high  point  in  the  play  was  reached  in 
the  instruction  scene  at  which  time  Anne 
explains  to  a new  member  of  the  group,  Mr. 
Dussel,  played  by  veteran  Tom  Macaulay,  the 
rules  and  customs  of  life  in  an  Amsterdam 
loft.  Mr.  Macaulay  showed  his  training  to 
good  advantage.  Without  exception,  his 
scenes  were  well  timed  and  his  character 
evenly  defined  and  consistantly  portrayed. 

Providing  an  able  background  for  the 
whole  of  the  story  was  Roger  Jordan  as  Mr. 
Frank.  In  this  portrayal,  Mr.  Jordan  was  re- 
quired to  run  the  gamut  of  human  emotion, 
a task  which  he  met  with  skill. 

Refreshing  moments  in  the  play  were 
provided  by  Gary  Stewart  and  IMargy  Potter 
who  seem  to  provide  for  the  audience  the 
same  moments  of  refreshment  that  the  real 
characters  provided  for  the  cast  of  the  life 
play. 

All  of  this  was  framed  by  an  expertly  de- 
signed set,  devised'  by  Charles  A.  Henson,  to 
provide  the  audience  visual  access  to  every 
nook  of  the  crowded  warehouse  loft.

I does  not  deceive  men;  men  de- 
ceive themselves  and  others.

Participants  will 
travel  to  Mexico,  Canada,  Aus- 
tria, England,  France  and  Spain, ' 
where  they  will  take  up  resi- 
dence with  people  of  the  various 
countries.  | 

THEY  WILL  spend  about  six 
weeks  living  in  one  particular 
place,  mostly  In  the  homes  of  the 
people,  and  study  the  native  lan- 
guage at  local  universities.  For 


this  study  they  can  obtain  up 
to  eight  semester  hours  of  credit. 

Enroute  - the  students  will 
travel  through  other  countries 
and  cities  where  they  will  relax 
and  go  sightseeing.
